Discusses the Japanese 
attitude toward defeat and the occupation, 
which is the most mystifying and most im- 
portant factor in the situation, and analyzes 
Japanese traits, characteristics, and ways of 
life for a possible explanation. Japan’s inter- 
nal policies are discussed, with special em- 
phasis on the present status of the Japanese 
Communists.

Although the author draws on his earlier ac- 
quaintance with Europe, he bases this survey 
on four months’ travel in Europe in early 
1946, supplementing his observations with 
some recent history. As usual, his conclusions 
will be contested. He has bitter words for the 
treatment of Germany and for a peace which, 
in his eyes, is both unrighteous and short- 


sighted. Friction between Russia and the 
U.S.—mostly initiated by Russia, he believes— 
is not necessarily permanent nor need it lead 
to war provided we assure a political equilib- 
rium to balance the Soviet bloc. Throughout 
he emphasizes Soviet political infiltration in 
all countries and Soviet war atrocities. 


Frolov, Wanda. Katish, our Russian cook. 
Farrar, Straus, $3. September 22. 


Happily nostalgic memories of the young 
Russian widow who found refuge in Los 
Angeles in the ’20’s, became the cook in the 
author’s family, and made their home a cen- 
ter of hospitality for their friends and for her 
fellow exiles. The story centers about Katish’s 
cooking and includes many tantalizing recipes, 
not too rich and exotic, that will tempt cooks 
who like foreign dishes.
